BRYAN 
ON 
TRUSTS 


Bays Republicans Show Indifference 
to Real Reform. 


Mr. Bryan's prepared 
address 
on 
"Trusts" concluded the day's program. 
The great audience literally rose to 
him with a swelling tide of cheers that 
was long in subsiding. 
It was a fine 
personal triumph for the thrice-named 
nominee of his party. Mr. Bryan said; 


"Nowhere does the Republican par- 
ty shov/ more indifference to real re- 
form than in its treatjnent of the trust 
question. 


"The Sherman anti-trust law was 
passed eighteen years ago. 
It has a 
criminal clause which provides a peni- 
tentiary 
punishment 
for those 
who 
conspire together in restraint of trade.

weeks can now be accomplished in a 
few days, and without broken ends. 
The material winds easily and with 
better weight after bleaching, the col- 
or throughout being uniform, and 
free from spots. Not only is the pro- 
cess a rapid and safe one, involving a 
great economy in labor, with a great- 
ly reduced risk of damage, but it can 
be carried without any stoppage of 
the works owing to frost.

Lomer writes that the Iron Chan- 
cellor was always regrettiug later in 
life that he had not paid more atten- 
tion to questions of anthropology and 
ethnology, which ever since he was 
able to think had often far more 
interest for him than questions of 
high-politics, 


t h e biggest questions which Inter- 
ested him In thia field Avas the future 
of the English and American races. 
Especially was he always anxious to 
study questions arising out of the 
contact of the Germanic races In the 
United States -with the Slavic and 
Latin elemevts. 


Bismarck was firmly convinced of 
the conquering nature of the Ger- 
manic raoBS, 
Theirs was the earth 
and the fulness thereof. 


To Dr. Lomer he was fond of say- 
ing that he regarded the Celtic and 
Slavic races as effeminate races, In- 
capable of anything great unless fruc- 
tified by a masculine race like the 
German or English, 


"All that Is good In Russia." he 
said, "Is German or of German origin, 
Aa for the Germans and the English 
they are so masculine that If they 
were not softened by an admixture 
of the 
softer feminine 
races they 
would be ungovernable. 


"It is certain that the future be- 
longs to the northern r^ces. 
And 
now they have begun to do that great 
world work for humanity which Is 
their mission."

Southern Latin races Bismarck was 
reserved. 
He had no prejudice, he 
praised their virtues and

NEW TEXTILE PROCESS. 


Important Invention Which Owes Its 
Origin to Ireland. 


An important invention which is of 
great Interest to the textile industry 
has recently been 
patented by an 
Irish inventor. 
This relates to the 
bleaching of linen yarn in hank, 
a 
process which is already being widely 
adopted for both dry and wet spun 
yarns. 
In this process, says the Sci- 
entific American, large quantities of 
one or more numbers up to twenty- 
two hundredweight are immersed, af- 
ter boiling, In a large tank, and treat- 
ed with the usual chemic sour soap 
and size, then washed and thoroughly 
dried without any handling whatever. 
The result of this system is that work 
which 
formerly 
occupied several 
weeks can now be accomplished in a 
few days, and without broken ends. 
The material winds easily and with 
better weight after bleaching, the col- 
or throughout 
being 
uniform 
and 
free from spots. 
Not only is the pro- 
cess a rapid and safe one, involving a 
great economy in labor, with a great- 
ly reduced risk of damage, but it can 
be carried without any stoppage of 
the works owing to frost. 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
the 
method 
should be extensively adopted, 
the 
experience in the Irish mills where it 
Is In operation having emphasized its 
value.

<rNorth America, England and Ger­ 
many are the future masters of the 
world,” Prince Bismarck maintained, 
according to his intimate friend, Dr. 
Lomer, who has made public that 
opinion in an article in the current 
number of 
the Politischanthropolo- 
gische Revue, of Berlin, Germany. 


Lomer writes that the Iron Chan­ 
cellor was always regretting later in 
life that he had not paid more atten­ 
tion to questions of anthropology and 
ethnology, which ever since he was 
able to think had often far more 
interest for him than questions of 
high- politics. 


ih e biggest questions which inter­ 
ested him in this field was the future 
of the English and American races. 
Especially was he always anxious to 
study questions arising out of the 
contact of the Germanic races in the 
United States -with the Slavic and 
Latin elements. 


Bismarck was firmly convinced of 
the conquering nature of the Ger­ 
manic rac«s. 
Theirs was the earth 
and the fulness thereof. 


To Dr. Lomer he was fond of say­ 
ing that he regarded the Celtic and 
Slavic races as effeminate traces, in­ 
capable of anything great unless fruc­ 
tified by a masculine race like the 
German or English. 


“All that is good in Russia,” he 
said, “is German or of German origin. 
Ab for the Germans and the English 
they are so masculine that if they 
were not softened by an admixture 
of the 
softer feminine 
races they 
would be ungovernable. 


“It is certain that the future be­ 
longs to the northern r^ces. 
And 
now they have begun to do that great 
world work for humanity which is 
their mission.” 


When asked 
his opinion 
of the 
Southern Latin races Bismarck 'was 
reserved. 
He had no prejudice, he 
praised their virtues and censured 
their faults, but he did not care to 
say much. 
He usually satisfied him­ 
self by shaking his wise old head. 


NEW TEXTILE PROCESS. 


Important Invention Which Owes Its 
Origin to Ireland, 


An important invention which is of 
great interest to the textile industry 
has recently been patented by an 
Irish inventor. 
This relates to the 
bleaching of linen yarn in hank, a 
process which is already being widely 
adopted for both dry and wet spun 
yarns. 
In this process, says the Sci­ 
entific American, large quantities of 
one or more numbers up to twenty- 
two hundredweight are immersed, af­ 
ter boiling, in a large tank, and treat­ 
ed with the usual chemic sour soap 
and size, then washed and thoroughly 
dried without any handling whatever. 
The result of this system is that work 
which 
formerly 
occupied several 
weeks can now be accomplished in a 
few days, and without broken ends. 
The material winds easily and with 
better weight after bleaching, the col­ 
or throughout being uniform and 
free from spots. 
Not only is the pro­ 
cess a rapid and safe one, involving a 
great economy in labor, with a great­ 
ly reduced risk of damage, but it can 
be carried without any stoppage of 
the works owing to frost. 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
the method 
should be extensively adopted, 
the 
experience in the Irish mills where it 
is in operation having emphasized its 
value.

In order to make it 
possible to get at the bears trails 
| have had to be cut through the dense 
! thicket. These trails are only about 
three feet wide.

yards when at a sudden turn in the 
trail he came face to face with a big, 
black bear. 
Mr. Gates and the bear 
were withia five or sis feet of each 
other when they received the

Gates is large of phj'sique, and the 
bear likewise was of such big propor- 
tions that it would have been a diffi- 
cult thing for him to turn around in 
the narrow trail. 
It is a rare thing 
for a black bear to lead in an attack 
upon a man, but In this Instance the 
animal evidently thought that it must 
get by Mi\ Gates in order to escape. 
It reared upon its hind legs and came 
at Mr. Gates at a rate of speed that 
gave the latter no chance to turn and 
back track on the trail.

hunting-knife and met the onslaught 
of the bear with a cool and deter- 
mined hand, 
a£ the same time, he 
shouted for help. 
The bear got in one

big left paw, but before it could give 
another blow Mr. Gates had given It 
a death stab In the region of its heart. 
The animal dropped to the ground 
and Mr, Gates followed up the 
first 
stab with several more in order to 
make sure that it was dead. 
Just as 
he was finishing his bloody work, sev- 
eral members of the hunting party, 
who had heard his cries for help, 
rushed single file up the trail and 
were in at the 
finish.

laid up for a few days as a result of 
the Injury which he received Jrom the 
blow of the bear.

The San Bernard bottoms, embrac­ 
ing an area of about 30*000 acres in 
Texas, are overrun with bears and 
deer. 
It is claimed by experienced 
bear hunters that there are more 
bears in these bottoms than are to 
be found in any other district of cor­ 
responding size in thfc United States. 
This fact is so well known to bear 
hunters all over the country that they 
come here in large num bers every 
year to engage in the exciting sport. 
William J. Bryan, John W. Gates, 
Charles C. Glidden, of Boston» and 
many others have tried their hands 
at killing the big game in this natural 
rendezvous of the black bear. 


Bear hunting on the San Bernard 
is carried on differently 
from 
the 
usual m anner of th at sport. 
This is 
due to the fact th at the territory bor­ 
dering on the San Bernard is an al­ 
most impenetrable wilderness of wild 
cane and brush. 
In order to m ake it 
possible to get at the bears trails 
have had to be cut through the dense 
thicket. 
These trails are only about 
three feet wide. 
They serve as pas­ 
sageways for the bears and deer as 
well as for tjie hunters, 
The trails 
have to be cleared of new growth 
every fall, just before the hunting 
season begins. 


Will Martin, who is the most noted 
bear hunter of this section, attends 
to keeping the trails open and to pre­ 
effect that in the second decade of 
the last century he wrote an introduc- J paring the place for the onslaughts 
tion to one of the works of C. I. A. I of the hunters.

Mr. Gates refused the 
service of a guide and started to fol­ 
low one of the bear trails alone.

was arm ed with a rifle and a hunting- 
knife. 
He had not penetrated the 
thicket more than a few hundred 
yards when at a sudden tu rn in the 
trail he came face to face with a big, 
black bear. 
Mr. Gates and the bear 
were within« five or six feet of each 
other when they received the first 
hint of each other’s presence.

Gates is large of physique, and the 
bear likewise was of such big propor­ 
tions that it would have been a diffi­ 
cult thing for him to tu rn around in 
the narrow trail. 
It is a rare thing 
for a black bear to lead in an attack 
upon a man, but in this instance the 
animal evidently thought th a t it m ust 
get by Mr. Gates in order to escape. 
It reared upon its hind legs and came 
at Mr. Gates at a rate of speed that 
gave the latter no chance to turn and 
back track on the trail. 
The bear 
was too close to use his rifle to ad­ 
vantage, and Mr. Gates drew his 
hunting-knife and m et the onslaught 
of the bear with a cool and deter­ 
mined hand. 
A i the same time, he 
shouted for help. The bear got in one 
cuff on the body of Mr. Gates with its 
big left paw, but before it could give 
another blow Mr. Gates had given it 
a death stab in the region of its heart. 
The animal dropped to the ground 
and Mr, Gates followed up the first 
stab with several more in order to 
make sure th at it was dead. 
Ju st as 
he was finishing his bloody work, sev­ 
eral members of the hunting party, 
who had heard his cries for help, 
rushed single file up the trail and 
were in at the finish. 
Mr. Gates was 
laid up for a few days as a result of 
the injury which he received iro m the 
blow of the bear. The animal weighed 
4 0 0 pounds. 


W illiam J. Bryan killed twfo bears 
on his last hunting trip in the San 
Bernard bottoms, two or three years 
ago. 
Mr. M artin had everything in 
readiness for Mr. B ryan’s visit, 
lie 
had the pack of bear dogs out for 
several days before tli0 entry of Mr. 
Bryan to the hunting grounds and 
the bears had been driven over to a 
particular 
locality of the 
bottoms 
where they awaited Bryan's coming. 
Mr. Bryan was accompanied by a 
guide and th/3 two men saw many 
more bears than the distinguished 
Nebraskan killed. 
Ex-Governor J. S. 
Hogg, who took great pleasure in 
bear hunting, accompanied Mr. Bryan 
on th a t trip to the San Bernard bot­ 
toms. 


Exciting experiences of bear h u n t­ 
ers have not been lacking since the 
present season opened. 
C. V. Snell, 
who lives near Delina, Texas, over on 
the Sabine River, came down to Col­ 
umbia, Texas, several days ago, and 
went overland from th a t place to San 
Bernard bottoms, where he estab­ 
lished a camp. 
He had a pack of 
bear dogs with him. He said that he 
had hunted bear in the canebrakes 
along the Sabine River 
for 
many 
year# and 
th at 
his dogs were un- 
e<juaitei when it came to rounding up 


bears. 
Mr. Snell refused the services 
of the 
professional 
hunters 
here­ 
abouts, who 
offered to pilot 
him 
through the winding trails and take 
him to the habitat of the bears. 
He 
said th at he was wfell used to river 
bottoms and could get along all right 
without any help except that which 
would be afforded him by his dogs. 
The first thing that Mr. Snell did 
when they got in the labyrinth of 
trails was to get lost. 
He wp^ded his 
way through the maze of trails for 
two days and nights and it was only 
by mere chance th at he got out alive. 


Toward the close of the second day 
he heard a shot near by, and going 
toward the location of the sound he 
came upon if hunter who brought him 
out of the wilderness. 
His pack of 
dogs had stayed with him through 
all of the long hours. 
They were 
likewise half-famished for food and 
water. 
Mr. Snell rested up for a few 
days, and then made another visit 
into the bottoms after bears.

Snell could reach the spot and get a 
shot at the animal it had killed three 
of his best dogs, and would prob­ 
ably have finished the others if a 
bullet from the guide’s rifle had not 
put an end to its existence. 
Mr. Snell 
was so disgusted with his experiences 
in hunting bears in these bottoms 
th at he broke camp and returned to 
his home on the Sabine. 


Rufus Carlton, of W alnut Springs, 
Texas, came down here a few days 
ago, and went into bottoms to hunt 
bears. 
He was out but a short time 
when he came in sight of a bear which 
was lumbering along ahead of him 
in one of the trails. 
Mr. Carlton got 
up close to the animal and killed it 
at the first shot. 
It weighed 400 
pounds dressed. 


“B ud” Smith, of Groveton, Texs?, 
had a thrilling experience with a 
she-bear in the bottoms a few days 
ago. 
He was hunting deer and was 
not thinking about any other kind of 
animal at the moment, when he sud­ 
denly heard a crashing sound behind 
him. 
He turned quickly and saw a 
big bear coming directly at him. 
The 
animal was mad all over— that fact 
was plain to be seen by the snarl that 
twisted her lips. 
Mr. Smith showed 
rare 
coolness 
under 
the 
circum­ 
stances. 
He levelled his gun a t the 
animal and took careful aim. 
The 
bullet struck a vital spot. 
It is sup­ 
posed th a t the cubs of the maddened 
animal were somewhere in the vicin­ 
ity, and th at she was trying to protect 
them.

killed 
five deer during his week’s hun t in 
the bottoms.

“ Buck ag u e” is a minor ill as com­ 
pared with the terrible feeling that 
comes over the novice hunter when 1m 
meets his first bear. 
A man may be 
ever so hardened and experienced at 
hunting deer and other wild game, 
but his nerve leaves him when he 
comes face to face with bruin in these 
wilds. Many amusing stories are told 
here of experiences of this 
nature. 
Thomas Jackm an and Joe Burns, both 
of Austin, went into the San Bernard 
bottoms recently on 
a 
bear hunt. 
They are both crack shots, and have 
killed deer by the score. They had 
never hunted bears, but they thought 
it would be an easy m atter to kill one 
of these animals wherever they found 
it. 
They were standing near together 
in a little clearing in the bottoms 
listening and watching to see what 
kind of an animal was m aking the 
cane breaking noise a few yards off 
to the right. 
There suddenly loomed 
up in front of them a monster black 
bear. 
The animal did not seem to 
notice the two men. 
It passed direct­ 
ly in front of them. 
Trotting behind 
her were three half-grown cubs. 
The 
cubs took advantage of the open space 
to play a few antics, and one of them 
actually ran between the legs of Mr. 
Jackm an, according 
to 
the 
story 
which he told when he returned to 
camp. 
The two hunters stood there 
with the guns In their hands and 
neither one of them seemed to realize 
th a t they were hunting bears until 
the animals had passed out of sight 
into the thicket on the other side of 
the clearing, 


“ I can't explain what was the m at­ 
ter with m e,” Mr. Jackm an said after­ 
ward. 
“I think I m ust have been 
paralyzed for the time being. 
And to 
think th at one of them cubs had the 
audacity to run right between my 
legs! 
I feel the disgrace keenly; I 
adm it th a t.” 


These two hunters each killed a 
bear the next day.— Kansas City Star.

THERE is apparently no more attrac­ 
tive Held for engineering than the 
mountains of Switzerland, and the 
greatest skill and ingenuity have been 
exercised in the various railways de­ 
signed to carry tourists to the sum­ 
mits. 
Becently there has been an en­ 
tirely new departure 
from 
existing 
practice in a plan proposed for ascend­ 
ing the northwestern side of the Wet- 
terhorn, which rises precipitously to an 
altitude of 7700 feet above the sea 
level. 
The new scheme consists of a 
combination of the fundamental prin­ 
ciples of the ordinary aerial cableway, 
now so much used in constructive en­ 
gineering for the transport of mate­ 
rials, and of the elevated mono-rail­ 
way, best exampled in the lino between 
Barmen and Elberfold, in Germany. 
In the latter a car is suspended from 
a single rail supported by a system of 
girders, while in the new Swiss rail­ 
way, instead of a rail, a stout steel 
cable will be stretched from station 
to station, and from this will be sus­ 
pended by its running gear a car or 
cage for the passengers. Each car will 
contain ten passengers, and be of the 
lightest possible construction. 


The line will run from the Grindlo- 
wald upper glacier, at about 4000 feet 
altitude, up to the ICnge station in one 
lift, a distance of 1H00 feet. This sta­ 
tion is of massive masonry, and af­ 
fords an anchorage for the cable. Tho 
gradient of the cable for this part of 
the line is about eighty per cent. This 
station affords access to a series of rinc 
views, and there is a path along the 
Enge to the departure station of the 
second section of the line, which ex­ 
tends to a point at an altitude of 77G1 
feet, or a lift of 2300 feet. The motive 
power is to be electricity at high ten­ 
sion, and part of the installation is al­ 
ready completed. 
The summit of the 
Wctterhoru is 12,150 feet above sea 
level, and from the present studies 
there is apparently no reason why ac­ 
cess to it should not be gained by a 
series of such railways as the two sec­ 
tions already described. Only once be­ 
fore has the mono-rail system been 
used on a mountain railway, on Ve­ 
suvius in ISKo, and this method was 
supplanted when the line was recon­ 
structed.

IX the flrst place, there is no definite 
moment of death. 
We all are grad­ 
ually dying for years. 
The moment 
which is ordinarily ascribed to death is 
when the breathing stops, but this is 
purely arbitrary and the survival of 
an old belief that life was drawn in in 
the breath and the soul passed out with 
the breath. 
The heart may continue 
to beat many minutes, and in animals 
under experimental conditions even 
for hours after respiration has stopped; 
tho 
muscles 
are still 
irritable; the 
nerves are still able to carry nerve im­ 
pulses. 
But while the cessation of 
respiration cannot be called the mo­ 
ment of death, it is the cause of i t 
because the body cannot live without 
air; the heart accordingly stops and 
the tissues die of suffocation. 


How arbitary it is to call a man 
dead when his heart ceases to beat and 
he no longer breathes will be apparent 
wh#n it is remembered that dogs may 
easily be revived after they have lain 
in this state for six or more minutes. 
If the dog’s chest is opened and arti­ 
ficial respiration begun, and if the 
heart is taken in tho hand and rhythm­ 
ically squeezed, gradually it begins to 
beat again, the dog begins to breathe; 
in fact,, he recovers normal life. I be­ 
lieve tfoe same experiment has not been 
tried in men, for the reason that in ill­ 
ness the system is generally so pois­ 
oned by the toxins of disease as to 
make it impossible .spontaneously to re­ 
cover, even though the heart «should 
be kept beating.

SCIENTISTS are able to point out 
various tendencies and movements 
on the part of the planet earth and its 
people W'hich may result in the destruc­ 
tion of human life by overcrowding, 
{starvation, cold, heat or thirst. 
For 
centuries Biblical students, starting 
from the promise of Noah that man­ 
kind would not again be swept away 
l.y a flood, derived from other texts 
the opinion that the “end of the world” 
would be by lire. 
The largest collec­ 
tion of facts bearing on the point is 
probably in the works of Prince Kro­ 
potkin, and relate to the Russian Em­ 
pire and some of its Asiatic neigh­ 
bors. 


Explorations in Central Asia haye 
show n beyond question that vast areas 
now desert were once fertile. 
Lakes 
and rivers which within historic times 
were important factors in commerce 
have disappeared or are disappearing. 
The Siberian lakes have shrunk since

tho eighteenth century. Novgorod, the 
groat market town of the Volga region, 
owed'its early importance to its pro­ 
tection from Mongol raids by vast 
marshes, which have gone dry without 
any large effort to drain them. 


In Africa, Lake Tchad, which loomed 
so large in the tales of explorers, is 
now a half-dried water bed. 
Lake 
Chiroua, to tho southwest of Xyassa, 
has gone from the map. Lake Ngami, 
discovered by Liviugstone. and then 
navigable, ha* ceased to exist. And in 
Australia, Lake Eyre, to mention only 
tho largest water body, has greatly 
lost its size in fifty years. 
In Europe 
no such gi’oat change can be noted, al­ 
though Spain is certainly drier than 
it used to be. 


In Ameriea no such startling changes 
are recorded, though it is manifest that 
such rivers as the Ohio now flow less 
regularly, if not less copiously, owing 
to the destruction of forests about their 
head waters. And here is the practical 
point of such collections of data as Mr. 
Whitby and others have made on this 
subject. 
To speculate upon the ulti* 
mate end on earth of the human race, 
and whether it is destined to die of 
thirst, is to reach so far into the future 
that no conclusion' of practical utility 
can be drawn. 
But it is perfectly 
plain that if this and other nations 
wish to avoid the inconveniences of an 
irregular, and probably diminishing, 
water supply, they must take care of 
their forests.

A CATARACT is a cloudiness of the 


liquid in oue of the lenses of the eve. 
Usually it takes months (or even years) 
to form, and after it has reached a 
certain stage of maturity it can be 
removed by an expert surgeon. 
That* 
operation restores the sight. Tho most 
common cause of the formation of cat­ 
aracts seems to be advancing years, 
for they are rarely heard of in young 
people. 
A new but unusual agency 
which produces them,or, at least, starts 
them, is mentioned by a French med­ 
ical journal, tbe Gazette des Hopitaux. 


In the columns of that periodical Dr. 
Verliaeguc reports that he has collect­ 
ed from literature about twenty-two 
cases of cataract resulting from the 
action of lightning. 
These evils aro 
not caused by the light, that is, by 
either licat or chemical rays, but by, 
the passage of the electric current. If 
they were the result of the light tlic.V 
would he found as the result of the 
action of ordinary electric illumination. 
Troubles caused by lightning may in­ 
volve other parts of the eye or produce* 
paralysis of the muscles which move 
it. 
The lesions of the crystalline ions 
are most frequent 
The opacity oi 
the lens may begin within a few days 
after the stroke of lightning, or in a 
few weeks, or it may be delayed in its 
appearance for some months. 
Such 
cataracts are a long time in maturing, 
so as to permit of successful opera­ 
tions. 
The author’s case had no bad 
effects until 
six months 
after the 
stroke. They were three years in ma­ 
turing, and at one time there was a 
long period in which the process was 
entirely stationary. The operative re­ 
sults were excellent

THIS waistcoat is made of pine wood, 


said the cardroom boss of a woolen 
mill. 
The garment, of a thick, stiff, 
bluish stuff, looked as if it would wear 
like leather. 


It will wear like leather, too, said the 
cardroom boss. If my experiments suc­ 
ceed, cheap clothes in the future will 
be made of spruce or pine, instead of 
wool or cotton. A suit, then; will cost 
half a dollar and last flve years. Nap­ 
kins, shirts and collars are made of a 
plant flhre, the fibre of hemp. 
Wrhy, 
then, I asked 
myself 
last 
year, 
shouldn’t heavier, coarser stuffs bo 
made of the fibre of wood? 
I began 
to experiment, and here-—he tapped his 
stomach, which the waistcoat covered 
—here is the result. First, I grind the 
wood into a soft pulp, I press this pulp 
through 
perforated 
iron plates. 
It 
comes forth in long ropes, each rope 
as thick as a sausage. 
I dry these 
thick ropes, which a breath would 
break, and then I twist them, twist 
them tighter and tighter, smaller and 
smaller,

they 
become 
threads. 


Once the threads are gotten, the rest 
is easy. Part of the threads become a 
warxi, and form the lengthwise lines 
of a piece of cloth in a loom.

THE^ INDIANS 


Cnrloii inrt M*n.r Arn th* Thiorle» R«* 
jtmrrilitx Th*lr Origin. 


When the Spanish discoverers cam« 
to this hemisphere and found it in­ 
habited by a copper-colored raco; when 
they furthermore discovered tlH|t there 
was no connection between America 
and India, they began to inquire after 
Itho origin of the Indians, but arrived 
ht no conclusion, and although numer* 
ous theories have since boon advanced, 
we know to-day as little about them 
¡is those of the fifteenth century. They 
were the masters of the land when tlid 
flrst discoverers landed* out whence 
they came or whether a wave of an 
ancient migration had thrown them 
from the old into the new world, the 
first discoverers know as little as dd 
our modern investigators. 
They were 
supposed to be tho descendants of tho 
lost tribes of Israel, and this supposi­ 
tion has lingered till recent days. In­ 
deed, the Mormons see in the red­ 
skins nothing but Israelites, and their 
belief is based upon the revelations of 
the Book of Mormon, the foundation 
of their creed. Scientific investigation, 
however, has long since relegated this 
assumption to the 
realm of 
legend. 
Just as untenable, though less known» 
Is the assumption that the Indians are 
the descendants of a colony of people 
of Wrales, said to have been established 
by Prince Madoc in the year 1170. Tra­ 
dition locates them first on the Atlantic 
Coast, where the Tuscaroras were said 
to represent them in their i>urest form; 
later on, about the year 1770, We find 
the 44white” Indians on the Missouri, 
and later still on the Red River. Fin­ 
al l.y they were identified with the 
Hopis in Arizona and the Modocs in 
Oregon, but since that time nothing 
more has been heard of them. Accord­ 
ing to others, the Indians are descend- 
ont from the Greeks, Phoenicians, Irish 
or Polynesians. 
They base their hy­ 
pothesis on similarity of customs and 
usages, uniform myths and words, in­ 
stitutions and arts; but they forget that 
primitive peoples of different races re­ 
semble each other surprisingly In cer­ 
tain stages of their development, and 
that it is hazardous to infer from these 
things a common origin. 
In recent 
times the theory gains more and more 
ground that Mongolian blood is flowing 
in the veins of the Indians. 
In fact, 
many strong arguments are cited in 
support of this theory, in particular 
the many religious legends which are 
common to both races. Still, it is hard 
to believe that Indians and Chinese 
originated from one and the same 
stock.—New York Tribune.

Many pure food bills have been in­ 
troduced and some passed by State 
legislatures; many have been offered 
to Congress, but all thus far seem ob­ 
jectionable. 


It has seemed difficult for politicians 
to formulate a satisfactory bill that 
would protect the common people and 
yet avoid harm to honest makers and 
prevent endless trouble to retailers. No 
government commission or officer has 
the right to fix “food standards” to de­ 
fine what the people shall and shall not 
eat, for what agrees with one may not 
agree with another and such act would 
deprive the common citizen of his per­ 
sonal liberty. The Postum Cereal Co.,

and add his own name and address as 
a guarantee of his selling the food as 
it is represented to him which relieves 
the retailer of responsibility of the 
truth of the statemeut aud throws it 
upon the maker, where it properly be­ 
longs. 


The remaining sections explain them­ 
selves.

. *?»~Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United' 
States of America in Congress assembled. That every person, firm or corpora­ 
tion engaged in the manufacture, preparation or compounding of food for 
human consumption, shall print in plain view on each package thereof made b y 
or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the District of Columbia, no 
complete and accurate statement of all the ingredients thereof, delined by word a* 
in common use to describe said ingredients, together with the announcement 
that said statement is made by the authority of, and guaranteed to be accurate- 
by, the makers of such food, and the name and complete address of the makers 
shall be affixed thereto; all printed in plain typo of a size not less than th at 
known as eight point, and in the English language. 


See. 2. That the covering of each and every package of manufactured, pre­ 
pared or compounded foods shipped from any State, Territory or the District 
of Columbia, when the food in said package shall have been taken from a cover­ 
ing supplied by or for tho makers and re-covered by or for the sellers, shaM bear 
upon its face or within its enclosure an accurate copy of the statement of in­ 
gredients and name of the makers which appeared upon the package or covers 
ing of said food as supplied by or for the makers thereof, printed in like m anner 
as the statement of the makers was printed, and such statement shall also bear 
the name and address of the person, firm or corporation that re-covered su elk 
food. 


Sec. 3, That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, wtt~ 
fully and maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement of in­ 
gredients appearing on packages of food, as provided in tho preceding sections,, 
and any person or persons who shall violate this section shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less than one hundred dollar® 
nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less than one month nor 
more than six months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 


Sec. 4, That the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture shall 
procure, or cause to be procured from retail dealers, and analyze, or cause to bo 
analyzed or examined, chemically; microscopically, or otherwise, samples of alt. 
manufactured, prepared or compounded foods oifercd for sale in original, un­ 
broken packages in the District of Columbia, in any Territory, or in any State 
other than that in which they shall have been respectively manufactured or 
otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or intended for export to a for­ 
eign country. The Secretary of Agriculture shall make necessary rules and reg­ 
ulations for carrying out tne provisions of this Act, and is hereuy authorized to 
employ such chemists, inspectors, clerks, laborers, and other employes, as may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act and to make such publiea« 
tion of tne results of tho examinations and anaylsis as he may deem proper- 
And any manufacturer, producer or dealer who shall refuse to supply, upon ap­ 
plication and tender and lull payment of the selling price samples of such arti­ 
cles of food to any person duly authorized b^ the Secretary of Agriculture to 
receive the same, shall be guilty of a unsuemeanor, and upon conviction shall bo 
lined not exceeding one hundred donars, or imprisoned uot exceeding on« 
nrndtvd days, or both. 


Section *j. That any person, firm or corporation who shall violate sections one 
and two of tills Act smul oc guniy ol a nnsdemeanoi, and upon conviction shall 
be lined not exceeding two miuured dollars for the lirst oliense and for each, 
subsequent oil en sc not exceeding three hundred dollars ot be imprisoned not 
exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the court. 


Sec. o, fih a t any person, firm, or corporation, who shall wilfully, purposely or 
maliciously change or add to the ingredients ot any lood, make false charges, 
or incorrect analysis, with the purpose of subjecting the makers of such ioods to 
line or imprisonment under this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars nor Jess uian three 
hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not less than tniny days nor more than one 
year, or both. 


Sec. 7, That it shall bo the duty of every district attorney to whom the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture shail report any violation of this Act to cause proceedings 
to be commenced and prosecuted without delay lor the fines and penalties in 
such case provided. 


Sec. S, That this Act shall not be construed to interfere with commerce 
.^yholiy internal in any Slate, nor with the exercise of their police powers by the 
several States. 


See. U, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 


Sec. 10, That this Act shall be in force and effect from and after the first 
day of October, nineteen hundred and six.

waves, aided by the great floating 
power of 
the \vater, 
twisted the 


branches 
out 
of 
my hands, apd 


knocked me down time after time 
until, feeling tbat I had done enough 
for principle. I acknowledged that the 
victory did not lie on my side, and 
scrambled out, smarting most un- 
pleasantly.

outen him a'ready," continued the 
trainer. "He ain't got but one mean 
ha'.-lc left, an' to-day I'm a-going to 
1'arn him to fergit it." 


The mean habit referred to was 


this: When 
Brone 
decided to go 


straight ahead, he'd go. Over rocks 
and down the steep banks of a wash, 
through cactus and the well-named 
cat's claw; and if the chollas pricked 
him or the curved claws of the brush 
snatched at his flanks, he would 
throw in, some fancy bucking for 
good measure as he tore along. But 
turn? 
Never! 


The trainer took his riata from 


the saddle-horn, tied one end to the 
rope bridle, or haekamore, and fas- 
tened it securely under the jaw. Then 
he petted the colt, working toward 
its flanks, until the animal allowed 
him to reach the tail and fasten a 
loop of rope in its heavy strands. 


The free end 
of the riata was 


passed through the loop in a way 
which would bring the horse's head 
and tail together when tightened, 
and by passing the riata once more 
through both haekamore and loop It 
was prevented from slipping when 
released.

"Keep 
turning tiil I say ye can stop!" he 
commanded; and in fact the bewil- 
dered creature was revolving like a 
top, slowly learning the old lesson 
of his race—that man's will is law 
for the horse. 


At the end of twenty minutes or so 


the trainer decided that the stiff neck 
was sufficiently limber. 
When he 


mounted he discovered his error; the 
frightened horse pranced and bucked 
with him, and finally tried to roll 
over the rider, who sprang from the 
saddle just in time. 


But his patience was by no means 


exhausted. 


"Here's a sure way to make 'em 


limber," he announced; and picking 
up a large fiat stone, he tapped the 
horse's neck for a few minutes stead- 
ily, but not jwith sufficient force to 
hurt him. 
"He'll feel that pretty 


scon, an' find it easier to turn than 
brace his tender neck against the 
reins." 


When the pony had been reversed 


—that is, tied head and tail on the 
opposite side—and allowed to rotate 
another half-hour, he was dripping 
with sweat and completely subdued. 


The trainer mounted, and the colt 


allowed himself to be ridden about 
the fiat until he tangled in his trail- 
ing riata and fell, the rider still on 
top. 


"Now we'll turn him loose an' see 


how he behaves hisself," remarked 
the trainer: and unslinging the ropes, 
he again mounted and rode the now 
tractable horse in circles and figure 
eights, turning and wheeling at will. 


"I'd a heap sooner twist this crit- 


ter's neck %vith a rope," the trainer 
concluded, "than have him break his 
neck an' 
mine, too, over yonder 


cliff."

I tried, and again, picking up one 
after another of the bare branches 
of trees which are carried down by 
the Jordan and washed on to the

power of

twisted the

Putting the finishing touches to a 
bronco's education Is sometimes ex- 
citing business.

him into the hands of the best horse- 
breaker in camp, hoping for an im- 
provement. 
How his education was 
completed is described In Out West, 


"They called this pony a outlaw 
bcCore I took a holt of him," re- 
marked the 
"bronco-buster," 
when 
the training of the black beast was 
well 
along. 
"Shucks!" 
Nowadays 
if a hoss bucks his saddle-blanket 
off*n him the boys say, 'Outlaw! BaA 
bronco! 
Guess I'll ride that ol' hoss 
over yonder.' 


"I've sweated most o' the uglines« 
outen him a'ready," continued 
the 
trainer. 
"He ain't got but one mean 
ha^jit left, an' to-day I'm a-going to 
I'arn him to fergit it." 


The mean habit referred to was 
this: 
When 
Bronc 
decided to go 
straight ahead, he'd go. 
Over rocks 
and down the steep banks of a wash, 
through cactus and the well-named 
cat's claw; and if the chollas pricked 
him or the curved claws of the brush 
snatched 
at 
his 
flanks, 
he would 
throw lu some fancy bucking for 
good measure as he tore aloi^g. 
But 
turn? 
Never! 


The trainer took his riata from 
the saddle-horn, tied one end to the 
rope bridle, or hackamore, and fas- 
tened it securely under the jaw. Then 
he petted the colt, working toward 
its flanks, until the animal allowed 
him to i-each the tail and fasten a 
loop of rope in its heavy strands. 


The free end- 
of the riata was 
passed through the loop in a way 
which would bring the horse's head 
and tail 
together when 
tightened, 
and by passing the riata once more 
through both hackamore and loop It 
was prevented from slipping when 
released. 


"Now for 
the 
grand 
merry-go 
round!" announced the trainer; and 
standing away from the colt's heels, 
he pulled the riata taut till the ani- 
mal was bent nearly double. "Keep 
turning till I say ye can stop!" he 
commanded; and in fact the bewil- 
dered creature was revolving like a 
top, slowly learning the old lesson 
of his race—that man's will is law 
for the horse. 


At the end of twenty minutes or so 
the trainer decided that the stiff neck 
was sufllciently limber. 
When 
he 
mounted he discovered his error; the 
frightened horse pranced and bucked 
with him, and finally tried to roll 
over the rider, who sprang from the 
saddle just in time. 


But his patience was by no means 
exhausted, 


"Here's a sure way to make 'em 
limber," he announced; and picking 
up a large flat stone, he tapped the 
horse's neck for a few minutes stead- 
ily, but not with sufilcient force to 
hurt him, 
"He'll feel that 
pretty 
soon, an' find it easier to turn than 
brace his tender neck against 
the 
reins," 


When the pony had been reversed 
—that is, tied head and tail on the 
opposite side—and allowed to rotate 
another half-hour, he was dripping 
with sweat and completely subdued. 


The trainer mounted, and the colt 
allowed himself to be ridden about 
(he flat until he tangled in his trail- 
ing riata and fell, the rider still on 
top, 


"Now we'll turn him loose an' see 
how he behaves hisself," remarked 
the trainer; and unslinging the ropes, 
he again mounted and rode the now 
tractable horse in circles and 
figure 
eights, turning and wheeling at will, 


"I'd a heap sooner twist this crit- 
ter's neck with a rope," the trainer 
concluded, "than have him break his 
neck an' 
mine, 
too, 
over yonder 
cliff." 


This 
was 
the 
justification 
of 
Bronc's hard lesson.

OLD FREIGHTER)

"The tallest, strongest and swiftest 
man I ever knew/' said the ex-freight- 
er, Uncle Diok Weymeier, "was Katza- 
toa, a chief 
of the Kiowa Indians. 
If there was ever another such a run- 
ner amon^-men as Katzatoa, I've nev- 
er hoard of -him. 


'"I reckon, red, white or black, the 
men have been onighty scarce who 
•could run alongside a herd of stamped- 
ing buffaloes and Sfhoot arrows 
or 
buHets into a critter as they kept the 
•pace. 
T-hat's wthat Katzatoa, 
seven 
feet in ihis moccasins, a giant looming 
in a cloud of dust, was doing when 
I saw him 
first. 


'' 'Twas on my second trip, whack- 
ing BIX yoke of <bulls over the 
fíanta 
(Fe trail, that our team got mixed in 
a run of buffaloes. I was young, just 
off the Illinois prairies, and though 
I was a good ox-driver, wasn't train- 
•«d to stampedes. 
M-y siring of bulls 
was thrown out of line and got go- 
ing. 
I juni'ped my fore wagon and 
imt on the brake, but we were going 
•down a long slope, and we went faster 
and faster. 


"After a couple of miles of night- 
mare running, swamped in buffaloes 
an^l befrogged in dust, I found my- 
«elf, with my trail wagon snapped off, 
•one ox dead and dragging, slowing 
up at tihe tall of the herd. 


"It was at this minute that I saw 
•aa Indian, about as tall as my wag- 
-on-.bows, loping along but a few paces 
on my left. 
I saw him send an ar- 
TOW, ihls last one, through a buffalo, 
and 
then, -before I could say Jack 
Hobinson, he'd bowled alongside and 
•swung himself into my seat. 
He-was 
grinning and gasping good-naturedly, 
iind was such a natural curiosity in 
the way of size and speed that it did 
not occur to me to look for 'hostil- 
ities. 
As he

glowing like a furnace, he roared out 
great grunts of laughter, tickled as 
a boy at the chance to ride on a run- 
awajy wagon.

dust suddenly cleared, and 
Indians, 
apparently dropped out of the clouds, 
came riding at us, whooping hllarl- 
oufiily. 


"As the foremost of these came up 
the giant in ,my seat threw an arm 
about me, leaped to -his feet, and then 
to i;ho ground, minding my weight no 
more than if I'd been a paipoose. 
I 
knew tihat 
fighting 
would .be worse 
than useless, and so I stood 'beside 
my captor, looking on while a dozen 
or fifteen Klowas shot down the oxen 
and rifled my wagon. 
Then I saw the 
£reig?ht-train corraled on a distant hill 
m d a 'big troop of Indians on another 
rise, evidently considering whether to 
attack or not. 


*'In any event, I saw that there was 
no rescue for me to be hoped for 
from the freighters, and I gave my- 
self up for lost. 
I expected to be 
put to the torture, but 1 was happily 
disappointed. 


*The Klowas were all in great good 
^umor. 
They'd anade a big killing 
of buffaloes, and out of my wagon 
they got calicoes and cutlery enough 
to fit out their whole tribe. 
In the 
end they let the freight-train go on 
•witiiout a 
fight. 
And the freighters 
moved, taking it for granted that the 
Indians had made way with -me. 


"Well, we went -into cam-p, and a 
•wdiole village of Klowas came on for 
the cutting up and curing of the meat. 
Among all tihe Indians who came strag- 
«:llug in, there was no hostile act or 
look toward me. 
The 'big Indian took 
away my revolvers and installed mo 
In his teepee, where liis mother, a 
pleasant though none too cleaa old 
woman, kept house 'for him. 


"Ho made me understand that he, 
Katzatoa, had adopted me as his broth, 
er, and it suited him to pretend that 
my coming, with a big load of pres- 
ents for the /Kiowas, Itad been fore- 
told 
4)y a medloine-man. 


"I was aa Indian, Katzatoa said, and 
not white, as I had always thought 
mys&]f] 
Well, I was tied up at night 
audi -watched closely uatil I under- 


etood, and pretented to believe all that 
my new brother told me; and then 
I was treated exactly as a member of 
the tribe, 


"By this time we had moved sev- 
eral days* Journey to the Canadian 
River. 
I now »had a gun to use and 
a pony to ride, and somehow the kind- 
ness of my captors, the genuine af- 
fection of my ••brother/ my admira- 
tion for him, (his enormous size, his 
strength, speed and marvelous endur- 
ance, took hold of me. and I stayed 
on month after month, 
I knew that 
the Indians would go in as usual to 
the trading posts in the spring, and 
then, I 
finally 
coiichuled, 'I would 
part company with 
them. 


"So the winter came and 
passed, 
and I had learned tihe Kiowa toni^ue, 
and had so drifted into Indian ways 
that I doubt if I would ever have left 
them off but fpr the frightful awaken- 
ing of an Apache attack on our vil- 
lage. 


"We'd spent weeks of spring weath- 
er 
fishing, 
'hunting 
wild iowl, 
and 
lying about camp, growing careless, 
as Indians .always do In a long spell 
of 
peace and 
quiet, when 
two 
or 
three hundred Apaches swooped upon 
our village, 


"It was high noon of a warm day, 
and most of tJie Kiowas were lolling 
under 
their 
rolled-up 
teepees, 
or 
among the willows on the river-bank, 
when the rout camc thundering out 
of the breaks less than a mile away. 


"The hostiles were sighted and a 
yell raised the moment their dust liit 
the flats; and what was done in our 
village in the three minutes we Qiad 
to spare was simply astounding. 


"Some of our horses were picketed 
close "by and some were penned In a 
willow corral, while a good 'bunch 
was in charge of "herders on the other 
side of t\he river. 
I was sitting on 
the river-bank wihen the alarm 
was 
raised, and I ran for any gun and 
pony, as others were doing. And when 
I had reached Katzatoa's lodge, his 
mother, Mountain Woman, 
'had 
al- 
ready stripped the skins ' from 
the 
ix)les, and Avas rolling them, wltih her 
other effects, Into bundles. 
On all 
sides the teepees -had gone down in 
a 
magical 
fashion. 
In ithirty 
sec- 
onds ^t'here stood only a village of 
pole skeletons! 


"I snatched 'my gun and bridle and 
ran for my horse at the corral. 
By 
the time I ihad mounted, it seemed 
that every fighter in' the village was 
astride his pony, and yelling to the 
women and children to get behind the 
river-bank. 


"Katzatoa was not at hand at tlie 
moment. 
He fhad gone -fishing a lit- 
tle way down the river. 
A glance 
showed .me that the old woman had 
just'returned to her lodge from drag- 
ging a bundle to the shelter of the 
bank, and was at work tying up an- 
other. 
I saw, too, that the cloud of 
•hostiles was almost upon us. 


"Their number was 
so 
great 
it 
seemed that annihilation awaited every 
one who had not a swift horse. 
Yet 
I couldn't run awax^^ from that old 
woman. 
She'd heen as good to me 
as she could have been to an own 
son. I caught her pony, threw a rope 
round its neck and dashed out of the 
corral.

"The foremost Apaches were within 
fifty yards of us, and bullets and ar- 
rows were buzzing lake a flight of 
yellow-jackets. When I came up with 
Mountain Woman, tugging at her "bun- 
dle. 


"I jumped from my pony, seized 
her about the waist, fiimg her up on 
her own animal and thrust its lariat 
into her hand. 
But 'twas no use; 
sihe slipped off on the other side and 
pounced upon her pack again, 


"By this time we were .in the thick 
of the fight. I sav/ the Kiowa woman 
lanced within ten paces, and even as 
ray bullet drove through the chest of 
tlie -savage who did it.

*'The Apaches had -mostly emptied 
their quivers -in the first onset, and 
the fighting no-w was hand to hand, 
the savages using their lances, v/ar- 
clubs, hatchets and clubbed guns. 
In 
the brief moment that I sat, I saw 
enough to note that the Kiowas were 
making a grand fight in defen.so of 
their women and children, and that 
most of these 'had gained the shelter 
of the river-bank. 


"I had two or three sihots left jn 
my Colt when a 
bunch 
of 
seven 
Apaches rode at one in a body. These 
were young scalp-'hunters, fighting for 
glory, 'holding together, killing 
and 
counting coups at big odds. 


"I knocked over a pony and emptied 
a saddle for them, and then put the 
quirt to my mount. 
(My horse was 
speedy, and I rode down the river, 
intending to swim across and ride 
ix)und to the rear, where I might do 
something to assist in defense of the 
women and young ones, 


"I should 'have left my pursuers he- 
hind very quickly, .but two more of 
tiie enemy shot out of a dust-cloud in 
front of jne, and came for one like 
rockets. 
My pony, in making a dodg- 
ing turn, was struck on the knee by 
a lance, and we were piled in a heap 


"Three lances thrown at me instant- 
ly all hit my horse. 
-My foot was 
caught under 'his flank, and as I tried 
to rise, the animal rolled partly on 


me, throwing me upon my badk. 


" 'My last minute,' was my thought. 
But for somo seconds tihe d>i»g horse, 
threshing his hoofs over my body» 
parried the thrusts that were made 
at me. 
Then half a dozen of 
the 
braves jumped from their ponies and 
rusihed at me, each eairor to strike 
the 
first 
blow with 
tomahawk 
oc 
coup-stick.

"Then, as I was ready to close my 
eyes on earth, there leaped among my 
enemies, whirling his war-club, Katza- 
toa. 
It would bo difficult for me to"" 
describe what followetl. 
I saw the 
giant standing above me, savagely at- 
tacked by eight or nine men; 
saw 
his club—simply a stave of wood that 
he had caught up in running toward 
the 
battle-field—whirling about 
his 
hpad like the spokes of a 
fly-wheel. 
Lances were snapped like pipe-stems. 
Two horses went down as their riders 
pressed upon tihis tremendous 
fighter. 
Three men had their skulls cinished 
in less time than it takes to tell it, 
and the others, discouraged, scurried 
away into the dust. 
Then Katzatoa 
rolled my horse off me and set» me 
upon my feet, badly bruised and bare- 
ly able to stand. 
Seeing my condi- 
tion, he carried me to the riverside 
for shelter, 


"By this time the Apaohes. 
finding 
that Kiowa warriors 
were 
shooting 
their men from the shelter of willows 
and banks, began beating a retreat.

"When the 
dust of battle 
drove 
away, wailing -broke forth among the 
Kiowas. 
A score of their 
Warriors 
and several women were among the 
dead.

and 
dust 
and ashes 
strewTi 
upon -his head, 


'•When his period was completed, 
and I had gained the use of my leg. 
I told him that I wished to go among 
my own people. 
That one 
savage 
fight had sickened me of Indian life. 


'Katzatoa 
questioned 
me 
closely, 
and finding me determined, he said, 
'Brother, you «make -me sad. -but I 
have no one now to keep the lodge 
and cook for you. 
I will go with 
you as a guide to your steps.' 


"And he did. 
His great size pre- 
vented fast travel on horsebaok, and 
so lie ran at tihe side of my pony to 
a post on the Arkansas, one hundred 
and forty miles, in two days. 
His 
parting with me was affecting. 
Out- 
side the gate of the fort 'he stood 
for a long t'ime, looking at me in sudi 
a sorrowful, earnest way that I could 
hardly 'keep from tears. 
I was re- 
lieved when at last he turned, and 
without looking back, struck into a 
swinging trot which carried him swift- 
ly away into ihls wilderness."—Youth's 
Companion.

every community where the subject of usage comes up for dis- 
eussion, a body of men can be found who are not content with 
perfect propriety. 
Tliey are determined to have what may be 


called pluperfect propriety. 
One particular illustration of this 


there is which comes up pretty constantly for discussion. 
A 


person wishes on some given day. say, for instance, Saturday, to 
designate the day following. 
He ordinarily says, "Tomorrow Is 
Sunday."—that is, he ?kys so if he uses the language as if it belongpd to him 
and not as if -he belonged to it. If he chance to be in the comiKiny of one who 
is in the latter unhappy situation, he is not unlikely to bo interruptinl by somo 
such remark as this; 
''Pardon me, you should say, 'Tomorrow will be Sun- 
day.* 


This foregoing is a specimen of the sort of examples usually adduced by 
scholars as an illustration of pedantic usage occKasicned by iniporfoot linguistic 
training. 
Yet in spite of its commonness it does not strictly belong to Uie 
class of cases here under consideration. 
It is merely one of many Instances 
where the idea of future time is conveyed not by the verb but by some other 
word or phrase in the sentence. In the example just given it is found in the 
subject tomorrow. 
If any person take exception to the expression, it is per- 
fectly legitimate to ask him if «the day specified be not Sunday, what day i^ 
it? 
Imiwrtanf engagements will usually compel him -to betake himself elso- 
where before he finds time to answer. 
In all cases of the sort it is of course 
proper enough to use the future tense. 
Occasionally It may be necessary to 
do so. either for the sake of contrast, or of emphasis, or even of securing va- 
riety. 
But ordinarily its employment adds nothing to the clearness or force 
of what is sought to be said. 
It therefore approaches the nature of an exple- 
tive. 
On -the oi.her hand, the use of the present tense not only makes tho idea 
just as distinct,'it sometimes renders it far mo'ro efTeotive. 
us eat and 


drink, for tomorrow we die," wrote Paul, arguing against those who denied 
Immortality. 
Undoubtedly, "we shall die" would have expressed exactly what 
the apostle ha.d in mind; but it would not have given his words the vividness 
and energy they now have.—Harper's Magazine.

The peril comes from tho mi- 
gratory rat, otherwise known as tho 
spwer rät, which has been evolved 
by civilization, and which follows thfi 
march of man into every clime.

first mention of him was madn onty 
In 1620, when he was a nativ»» of 
Persia and East India.

Invade Europe until the eighteenth 
contury.

chronicles report that millions of th^ 
vermin

of an island in the estuary of the 
River Humber is cited.

head of cattle.

ter of curiosity, but ono day a scien- 
tist, bent on investigating the mat- 
ter, dug up one of the numerous rat 
holes and 
discovered, not 
without 
surprise, 
sixteen large 
crabs In a 
single pocket 
of the 
earth, while 
ihere were 
six In 
another. 
The 
crabs had not gone there by them- 
selves, that was evident, for all of 
them had their legs cut off. 
Investí- 
gatlon showed that the rats were la 
tho habit of making their 
crabbing 
expeditions at low tide. 
To immobi- 
lize their victims and render 
them 
harmless the rats amputated 
them 
as soon as captured. 
All the crabs 
found were still living and in good 
condition. 
Whether 
the 
wily ro- 
dents kept their prisoners fed or not 
is unknown. 


The sewer rat is perfectly at home 
in sea water, and, according to Dr. 
Calmette, is always on the outlook 
for an attractive ship in which to 
take passage for some foreign port.

Huroau, during an eclipse expedition 
to St. Helena, called attention 
to'its 
peculiar 
litness a : a 
meteorological 
station, and urged the establishment 
of an observatory there. 


This suggestion was brouglit to the 
attentiou of the British Colonial Oihoe, 
but with no I'esult, except that an old 
wind recorder, called an anemograpl), 
just returned fj'om Heligoland, 
was 
sent out to the curate or some other 
religious functionaiT connected Avith 
St. Matthew's vicarage on the island, 
along with a couple of pounds or there- 
abouts per annum to pay him for look- 
ing aftcH' it. 
TJio records obtained by 
this and one or two other instruments, 
subsequently added to form what tlie 
British Weather Bureau designates a 
"uorjnal station of the second order," 
have accumulated fcr iiftcen 
years. 
Their study, says W. N. Shaw.-secre- 
tary of the Meteorological Council of 
Great Britain, has raised some ex- 
tremely 
interesting 
questions as 
to 
the relationship between wind veloc- 
ity at St. Helena and rainfall through- 
out northern Europe. 


He believes there is a or.sual relation 
between the two; that Uie pulsations 
of the southeast trades are iu some 
way closely connected with tiiC amount 
of rainfall over certain 
groiit 
land 
areas. 
Ax ;iny rate, he says,* if one 
cannot positively assume this, »the rec- 
ords in quoPtion are sufficiently strik- 
ing to .¡ustify further inquiry. By 1901 
the old wind meier had become so 
worn that it was I'etnrned to PJngland 
for j-epairs. 
Presumably it is back 
again long before this, humming out 
thei^beginning of anothet iitteou yeftvs' 
reeord for scientiiie "woatherJsts" to 
speculate about, 


Hainfall and tlie ti'ades are, eays 
Mr. Siiaw, both closely connected with 
the diSTrlbution of solar energy over 
the earth and the eiiualization of heat 
extremes, 
if ihey have a close mutual 
relationship and science can unravel it, 
the meagre science of Aveather proph- 
ecy will be considerably emdched, and 
results of gt-eat economic importance 
may ensue.

BATHING IN THE DEAD SEA. 
It is well known that the waters 
of the Dead Sea are much heavier 
than those of the ocean. 
This is due 
to the great amount of salt held in 
solution. 
A few years ago Mr,, now 
Sir Gray Hill, of England, made trial 
of swimming in the sea and then in 
the Jordan, to compare the two. He 
tells the result in his book, “With 
the Beduins:”

some two hundred yards from the 
shore were of an ugly brown. 


I looked askance at it as I un­ 
dressed, but felt bound to go in, The 
waves very promptly knocked 
me 
down, and filled my mouth, nose and 
eyes with their strong brine. 
Again 
I tried, and again, picking up one 
after another of the bare branches 
of trees which are carried down by 
the Jordan and washed on to the 
shores of 
this strange 
lake, with 
which I tried to steady myself as I 
walked in. 
But the force of the 
waves, aided by the great floating 
power of 
the water, 
twisted the 
branches 
out 
of 
my hands, and 
knocked me down time after time 
until, feeling that I had done enough 
for principle, I acknowledged that the 
victory did not lie on my side, and 
scrambled out, smarting most un­ 
pleasantly.

A LAST LESSON. 


Putting the finishing touches to a 
bronco’s education Is sometimes ex­ 
citing business. 
“Bronc” was a big 
black beauty of a colt, but about as 
mean as he was handsome.

him into the hands of the best horse- 
breaker in camp, hoping for an im­ 
provement.

along. 
“Shucks!” 
Nowadays 
if a hoss bucks his saddle-blanket 
off’n him the boys say, ‘Outlaw! Bad 
bronco! 
Guess I ’ll ride that ol' hoss 
over yonder.' 


“I’ve sweated most o’ the ugliness 
outen him a’ready,” continued the 
trainer. 
“He ain’t got but one mean 
habit left, an’ to-day I ’m a-going to 
Tarn him to fergit it.” 


The mean habit referred to was 
this: 
When 
Bronc 
decided to go 
straight ahead, he’d go. 
Over rocks 
and down the steep banks of a wash, 
through cactus and the well-named 
cat’s claw; and if the chollas pricked 
him or the curved claws of the brush 
snatched 
at his flanks, he would 
throw in some fancy bucking for 
good measure as he tore alonjg. 
But 
turn? 
Never! 


The trainer took his riata from 
the saddle-horn, tied one end to the 
rope bridle, or hackamore, and fas­ 
tened it securely under the jaw. Then 
he petted the colt, working toward 
its flanks, until the animal allowed 
him to reach the tail and fasten a 
loop of rope in its heavy strands. 


The free end» 
of the riata was 
passed through the loop in a way 
which would bring the horse’s head 
and tail 
together when 
tightened, 
and by passing the riata once more 
through both hackamore and loop it 
was prevented from slipping when 
released. 


“Now for 
the

merry-go- 
round!” announced the trainer; and 
standing away from the colt’s heels, 
he pulled the riata taut till the ani­ 
mal was bent nearly double. “Keep 
turning till I say ye can stop!” he 
commanded; and in fact the bewil­ 
dered creature was revolving like a 
top, slowly learning the old lesson 
of his race— that man’s will is law 
for the horse.

At the end of twenty minutes or so 
the trainer decided that the stiff neck 
was sufficiently limber. 
When he 
mounted he discovered his error; the 
frightened horse pranced and bucked 
with him, and finally tried to roll 
over the rider, who sprang from the 
saddle just in time. 


But his patience was by no means 
exhausted. 


“Here's a sure way to make 'em 
limber,” he announced; and picking 
up a large flat stone, he tapped the 
horse's neck for a few minutes stead­ 
ily, but not with sufficient force to 
hurt him. 
“He’ll feel that pretty 
soon, an' find it easier to turn than 
brace his tender neck against the 
reins,” 


When the pony had been reversed 
— that is, tied head and tail on the 
opposite side—and allowed to rotate 
another half-hour, he was dripping 
with sweat and completely subdued. 


The trainer mounted, and the colt 
allowed himself to be ridden about 
the flat until he tangled in his trail­ 
ing riata and fell, the rider still on 
top. 


“Now we'll turn him loose an* see 
how he behaves hisself,” remarked 
the trainer; and unslinging the ropes, 
he again mounted and rode the now 
tractable horse in circles and figure 
eights, turning and wheeling at will. 


“I'd a heap sooner twist this crit­ 
ter's neck with a rope,” the trainer 
concluded, “than have him break his 
neck an' 
mine, 
too, 
over yonder 
cliff.”

Bronc’s hard lesson.

CREAM SEPAKATOUS OX FAini. 


One of our contemporaries in speak- 
ing of the imporlanco of clean sepa- 
rators on the farm says that *'most 
farmers do not realize the amount of 
loss accruing from the old fashioned 
method of allowing the milk to stand 
in crocks or pans for a day or two to 
let the cream rise. The disadvantages 
of this practice are that there is from 
one to two per ceut, of butter fat left 
in the skim milk, which would mean 
a great loss during the year in the 
amount of buttei made from the aver- 
age number of cows kept on the farm. 
Then, 
again, 
few 
farms 
are 
so 
equipped 
as to have a cool place to 
keep milk. «0 that by the time the 
cream 
has risen 
the skim milk 
is 
soured and is not fit to feed or use. 


The cream separator is doing away 
with all this. 
The milk as soon as it 
is milked and while yet warm can be 
skimmed and the cream and skim milk 
are.sweet and»ready,for use. The but- 
ter fat, the most valuable par': of the 
milk, is practically all removed, only 
about three-hundredths of one per ceut. 
being left in the skim milk, as against 
two or three per cent, by the old way. 
Where impurities have fallen into the 
milk the separator removes them and 
they do not effect the cream. 
The 
separator is a labor saving device, as 
the necessity of caring for the numer- 
ous pans and crocks is done away 
with and everything can be linlshe'd 
at once. 


It will pay any fanmer with five or 
more cows who are trying to make but- 
ter to have a separator. 
In some 
States where the farmers supply the 
creameries with cream it will be found 
far more profitable to skim the milk 
at home and haul only the cream. 
And creameries will pay better prices 
for cream this way. 
The cream sepa- 
rator is one of the best investments 
one can make who has cows.—iniliana 
Farmer,

“The tallest, strongest and swiftest 
man I ever knew,” said the ex-freight­ 
er, Uncle Diok Weymeier, “was Katza* 
toa, a chief of the Kiowa Indians. 
If there was ever another such a run­ 
ner amon^ «men as Katzatoa, I’ve nev­ 
er hoard of him. 


4*I reckon, red, white or black, the 
men -have been »mighty scarce who 
•could run alongside a herd of stamped­ 
ing buffaloes and »hoot arrows or 
ImHets into a critter as they kept the 
pace. 
That’s wihat Katzatoa, seven 
feet in this moccasins, a giant looming 
da a cloud of dust, was doing when 
I saw him first. 


“ ’Twas on my second trip, whack­ 
ing six yoke of «bulls over the Santa 
(Fe trail, that our team got mixed in 
a run of buffaloes. I was young, just 
off the Illinois prairies, and t'hougih 
I was a good ox-driver, wasn't train­ 
ed to -stampedes. 
My string of bulls 
was thrown out of line and got go­ 
ing. 
I jumped my fore wagon and 
put on the brake, but we were going 
down a long slope, and we went faster 
and faster. 


“After a couple of miles of night­ 
mare running, swamped in buffaloes 
and bofrogged in dust, I found my­ 
self, with my trail wagon snapped off, 
*one ox dead and dragging, slowing 
up at tihe tail of the herd. 


“It was at this minute that I saw 
an Indian, about as tall as my wag- 
on-.bows, lopLng along but a few paces 
on my left. 
I saw him send an ar­ 
row, ihis last one, through a buffalo, 
and then, «before I could say Jack 
Robinson, he’d bowled alongside and 
swung himself into my seat. tHewas 
grinning and gasping good-naturedly, 
and was such a natural curiosity in 
the way of size and speed that it did 
not occur to me to look for 'hostil­ 
ities. 
As he panted and sweated, 
glowing like a furnace, he roared out 
great grunts of laughter, tickled as 
a boy at the chance to ride on a run­ 
away wagon. 


MM y 
bulls 
were 
still 
galloping, 
t'h6ugh pretty «well done u;p, when the 
dust suddenly cleared, and Indians, 
apparently dropped out of the clouds, 
came riding at us, whooping hilari­ 
ously. 


“As the foremost of these came up 
the giant in my seat threw an arm 
about me, leaped to <his feet, and then 
to -the ground, »mind'ing my weight no 
more than if I'd been a papoose. 
I 
knew tihat fighting would <be worse 
than useless, and so I stood, beside 
m y captor, looking on while a dozen 
or «fifteen Kiowas shot down the oxen 
and rifled my wagon. Then I saw the 
freight-train corraled on a distant hill 
and a »big troop of Indians on another 
rise, evidently considering whether to 
attack or not. 


*‘In any event, I saw that there was 
no rescue for me to be hoped for 
from the freighters, and I gave my­ 
self up for lost. 
I expected to be 
put to the torture, but I was happily 
disappointed. 


“The Kiowas were all in great good 
Srumor. 
They'd made a big killing 
of -buffaloes, and out of my wagon 
they got calicoes and cutlery enough 
to fit out their whole tribe. 
Iu the 
end they let the freight-train go on 
without a fight. 
And the freighters 
moved, taking it for granted that the 
Indians had made way with me. 


“Well, we went -into camp, and a 
whole village of Kiowas came on for 
the cutting up and curing of the meat. 
Among all tihe Indians who came strag­ 
gling in, there was no hostile act or 
•look toward me. The «big Indian took 
away my revolvers and installed mo 
in his teepee, where liis mother, a 
pleasant though none too clean old 
woman, kept house »for him. 


“Ho made me understand that he, 
Katzatoa, had adopted me as his broth- 
er, and it suited him to pretend that 
m y coming, with a big load of pres­ 
ents for the /Kiowas, had been fore- 
told by a medloine-man. 


“I was an Indian, Katzatoa said, and 
not white, as I bad always thought 
myseflf! 
Well, I was tied up at night 
and. watched closely until I under­ 


stood, and pretented to believe all that 
my new brother told me; and then 
I was treated exactly as a member of 
the tribe. 


“By this time we had moved sev­ 
eral days’ journey to the Canadian 
River. 
I now »had a gun to use and 
a pony to ride, and somehow the kind­ 
ness of my captors, the genuine af­ 
fection of my ‘•brother,* my admira­ 
tion for him, <his enormous size, his 
strength, speed and marvelous endur­ 
ance, took hold of me, and I stayed 
on month after month, 
I knew tihat 
the Indians would go in as usual to 
the trading posts in the spring, and 
then, I finally concluded, 'I would 
part company with them. 


“So the winter came and passed, 
and I had learned tihe Kiowa tongue, 
and had so drifted into Indian ways 
that I doubt if I would ever have left 
them off but fpr the frightful awaken­ 
ing of an Apache attack on our vil­ 
lage. 


“We’d spent weeks of spring weath­ 
er fishing, -hunting wild fowl, and 
lying about camp, growing careless, 
as Indians .always do in a long spell 
of peace and quiet, when two or 
three hundred Apaches swooped upon 
our village, 


“It was high noon of a warm day, 
and most of the Kiowas were lolling 
under 
their 
rolled-up 
teepees, 
or 
among the willows on the river-bank, 
when the rout came thundering out 
of the breaks less than a «mile away. 


“The hostiles were sighted and a 
yell raised the moment their dust hit 
the flats; and what was done in our 
village in the three minutes we <had 
to spare was simply astounding. 


“Some of our horses were picketed 
close by and some were penned dn a 
willow corral, while a good «bunch 
was in charge of ‘herders on the other 
side of the river. 
I was sitting on 
the river-banlc wihen the alarm was 
raised, and I ran for my gun and 
pony, as others were doing. And when 
I had reached Katzatoa’s lodge, his 
mother, Mountain Woman, 
«had 
al­ 
ready stripped the skins * from 
the 
poles, and was rolling them, wiUi her 
other effects, into bundles. 
On all 
sides the teepees «had gone down in 
a magical fashion. 
In «thirty sec­ 
onds there stood only a village of 
pole skeletons! 


“I snatched «my gun and bridle and 
ran for my horse at the corral. 
By 
the time I fhad mounted, it seemed 
that every fighter in* the village was 
astride his pony, and yelling to the 
women and children to get behind the 
river-bank. 


“Katzatoa was not at hand at tihe 
moment. 
He ihad gone -fishing a lit­ 
tle way down the river. 
A glance 
showed -me that the old woman had 
just'returned to her lodge from drag­ 
ging a bundle to the shelter of the 
bank, and was at work tying up an­ 
other. 
I saw, too, that the cloud of 
hostiles was almost upon us. 


“Their number was 
so 
great 
it 
seemed that annihilation awaited every 
one who had not a swift horse. 
Yet 
I couldn’t run away^ from that old 
woman. 
She’d ;been as good to me 
as she could have been to an own 
son. I caught her pony, threw a rope 
round its neck and dashed out of the 
corral. 


“The foremost Apaches were within 
fifty yards of us, and bullets and ar­ 
rows were buzzing lake a flight of 
yellow-jackets, when I came up with 
Mountain Woman, tugging at her 'bun­ 
dle. 


“I jumped from my pony, seized 
her about the waist, flung her up on 
her own animal and thrust its lariat 
into her hand. 
But ’twas no use; 
she slipped off on the other side and 
pounced upon her pack again. 


“By tihia time we v/ere .in the thick 
of the fight. I saw the Kiowa woman 
lanced within ten paces, and even as 
my bullet drove through the chest of 
the -savage who did it. 


“In the next breath I could not dis­ 
tinguish securely friends from foes. 
On every hand Indians, naked to the 
waist, were driving at each other, 
spearing, hacking and clubbing, their 
faces distorted by tribal hate and the 
lust of fighting. 
Only as I recognized 
a -man’s ihorse could I hope to dis­ 
tinguish Kiowa from Apache; 
and 
there were so many cayuses looking 
alike tihat I dared fire upon 
no one. 
Bo I actually sat my -horse in the 
midst of the melee, waiting to be at­ 
tacked! 


“The Apaches had mostly emptied 
their quivers -in t/be first onset, and 
the fighting now was hand to hand, 
the savages using their lances, war- 
clubs, hat-chets and clubbed guns. 
In 
the brief moment that I sat, I saw 
enough to note that t-he Kiowas were 
making a grand fight in defen.se of 
their women and children, and that 
most of these ‘had gained the shelter 
of the river-bank. 


“I had two or three sihots left in 
my Colt when a 
bunch 
of 
seven 
Apaches rode at me in a body. These 
were young scalp-hunters, fighting for 
glory, 'holding together, killing and 
counting coups at big odds. 


“I knocked over a pony and emptied 
a saddle for them, and then put the 
quirt to uny mount. 
iMy horse was 
speedy, and I rode down the river, 
intending to swim across and ride 
round to the rear, where I might do 
something to assist in defense of the 
women and young ones. 


“I should »have left my pursuers be­ 
hind very quickly, but two -more of 
tihe enemy shot out of a dust-cloud in 
front of me, and came for one like 
rockets. 
My pony, in making a dodg­ 
ing turn, was struck on the knee by 
a lance, and we were piled in a heap 


“Three lances thrown at me instant­ 
ly all hit my horse. 
«My foot was 
caught under 'his flank, and as I tried 
to rise, the animal rolled partly on 


me, throwing me upon my baofc. 


“ ‘My last minute/ was my thought, 
But for somo seconds the dying horse, 
threshing his hoofs over my body# 
parried the thrusts that were made 
at me. 
Then half a dozen of the 
braves jumped from their ponies and 
rushed at me, each eager to strike 
the first blow with 
tomahawk 
ot 
coup-stick. 
1 


“Then, as I was ready to close *my 
eyes on earth, there leaped among my 
enemies, whirling his war-club, Katza­ 
toa. 
It would bo difficult for me to* 
describe what followed. 
I saw the 
giant standing above me, savagely at­ 
tacked by eight or nine men; saw 
his club—simply a stave of wood that 
he had caught up in running toward 
the battle-field—whirling about 
his 
head like the spokes of a fly-wheel. 
Lances were snapped like pipe-stems. 
Two horses went down as their riders 
pressed upon this tremendous fighter. 
Three men had their skulls crushed 
in less time t'han it takes to tell it, 
and the others, discouraged, scurried 
away into the dust. 
Then Katzatoa 
rolled my horse off me and set* me 
upon my feet, badly bruised and bare­ 
ly able to stand. 
Seeing my condi­ 
tion, he carried me to the riverside 
for shelter. 


“By this time the Apaches, finding 
that Kiowa warriors were shooting 
their men from the shelter of willows 
and banks, began beating a retreat. 
They carried their dead and wound­ 
ed off with them, 


“When the dust of battle drove 
away, wailing ‘broke forth among the 
Kiowas. 
A score of tlieir Warriors 
and several women were among the 
dead. 
Katzatoa mourned, as a child 
of nature mourns, for his mother and 
sat for days fasting, with face -in his 
hands and dust and ashes strewn 
upon -his head. 


“When his period was completed, 
and I had gained the use of my leg, 
I told him that I wished to go among 
my own people. 
That one savage 
fight had sickened me of Indian life. 


Katzatoa 
questioned 
me 
closely, 
and finding me determined, he said, 
‘Brother, you make me sad, -but I 
have no one now to keep the lodge 
and cook for you. 
I will go with 
you as a guide to your steps.* 


“And he did. 
His great size pre­ 
vented fast travel on horsebaok, and 
so lie ran at tihe side of my pony to 
a post on the Arkansas, one hundred 
and iorty miles, in two days. 
His 
parting with me was affecting. 
Out­ 
side the gate of the fort 'he stood 
for a long t-ime, looking at me in such 
a sorrowful, earnest way that I could 
hardly keep from tears.

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Pluperfect Propriety 


In Language 


B y I P r o f e ^ a o r T \ II. L o i a n » b t x r y . 


\ every community where the subject of usage comes up for dis­ 
cussion, a body of men can be found who are not content with 
perfect propriety. 
They are determined to have what may be 
called pluperfect propriety. 
One particular illustration of this 
there is which comes up pretty constantly for discussion. 
A 


person wishes on some given day, say, for instance, Saturday, to 
designate the day following. 
He ordinarily says, “Tomorrow is 
Sunday,1’—that is, he ^ y s so if he uses the language as if it belonged to him 
and not as if *he belonged to it. If he chance to be in the company of one who 
is in the latter unhappy situation, he is not unlikely to be interrupted by somo 
such remark as this; 
“Pardon me, you should say, ‘Tomorrow will be Sun­ 
day.* ’* 


This foregoing is a specimen of the sort of examples usually adduced by 
scholars as an illustration of pedantic usage occasioned by imperfect linguistic 
training. 
Yet in spite of its commonness it does not strictly belong to the 
class of cases here under consideration. 
It is merely one of many instances 
where the idea of future time is conveyed not by the verb but by some other 
word or phrase in the sentence. In the example just given it is found in the 
subject tomorrow. 
If any person take exception to the expression, it is per­ 
fectly legitimate to ask him if «the day specified be not Sunday, what day I* 
it? 
Important engagements will usually compel him 4o betake himself else­ 
where before he finds time to answer. 
In all cases of the sort it is of course 
proper enough to use the future tense. 
Occasionally it may be necessary to 
do so, either for the sake of contrast, or of emphasis, or even of s e c u r i n g va­ 
riety. 
But ordinarily its employment adds nothing to the clearness or force 
of what is sought to be said. It therefore approaches the nature of an exple­ 
tive. 
On the other hand, the use of the present tense not only makes the idea 
just as distinct, *it sometimes renders it far moro effective. 
“Lot us eat and 
drink, for tomorrow we die,’’ wrote Paul, arguing against those who denied 
immortality. 
Undoubtedly, “we shall die** would have expressed exactly what 
the apostle had in mind; but it would not have given his words the vividness 
and energy they now have.—Harper’s Magazine.

Mistress of the Nile

NE famous figure stands oiX in t'he history of Egypi and the Nile, 
giving river, country, and seaport a lasting charm. 
All along 
the river, from Philae, above all at Dendera, the shores are per­ 
sonal with the recollections of the woman than whom no queen 
was ever more brilliant, whoso charm, seduction, wit, and hu­ 
man fascination have been made immortal by the masterpieces 
of the world. 
Antony, as did her subjects, called her Egypt. 
And the country, whose shape is a lotus, whose emblems are the serpent and 
the papyrus, is instinct with the grace of this empress. 
Alexandria, her capi­ 
tal and playground, was a garden, a pleasure park for lier, a banquet hall 
where ‘beside *her on her couch Mark Antony delivered up Caesar, Italy, fame, 
and «honor into her beautiful hands, giving all the treasures of his life that she 
•might dissolve them in the winecup from which -he drank to her. 
In Alexan­ 
d ra , Cleopatra’s temples »filled the squares; through the streets at night, 
touching elibows with Itoman, Greek, and Egyptian, with slave and noble, the 
Queen and -the mad Antony made sport of the etiquette that hedges royalty. 
Here, where she »had originally bewitched Caesar, she held Antony, until 
kingdoms and his old glories were nothing to him; and here in Alexandria she 
lifted foim, defeated, -broken, Into his tomb; and here ‘betide him. she herEelf 
died. 
So Intense is the cartouche that Cleopatra has left on Egyptian history 
and on this marine city that the ugly bustle of commerce, where Jews, Greeks, 
and Egyptians fight today for stocks and bonds and land speculations in the 
modern cosmopolis, is lost and forgotten as the old capital rises like a mir­ 
age on the edge of the desert and, as one think3 of Cleopatra, shines again 
with something of its old glory. The Queen’s pink obelisks (one of which is # 
now in the New York Central Park) are seen again in their old place, and 
the shouts and cries tremble upon the air as the people call her. 
Cleopatra 
is going to Cydnus in the golden barge hung with purple! 
Ti. • people hiss 
the ground her feet have trod; she is a goddess; she is Isis—diathor; she is 
Empress of Upper and Lower Egypt; Mistress of the Nile. 
But she is, above 
ail else, a woman whom Antony has named his “Serpent of Old Nile/’ 
Her 
ship puts out for sea, and the seaside crowded with citizens is black like a 
pall. 
As she sails away, the heart of Egypt goes with her, and the groat riv­ 
er and the land have in all their history no more sumptuous memory than tho 
memory of her.—'Harper’3 Magazine.

Hats as a menace before which hu­ 
manity may disappear is a theme 
developed with disquieting precision 
by Dr. A. Calmette, a French scien­ 
tist, in La Revue du Mois, of Paris. 
Dr. Calmettte predicts that mankind 
will have to enjrage in a general war­ 
fare on rats before many years elapsa 
if the world is to continue to be habi­ 
table. 
Ho pointed out that different 
countries have different breeds of 
rats which are 110 great menace in 
themselves, which, in fact, are often 
useful. 
The peril comes from the mi­ 
gratory rat, otherwise known as tbo 
sower rät, which has been evolved 
by civilization, and which follows the 
march of man into every clime. Rats 
of other breeds have been known 
ever since man began to keep re­ 
cords of tho things around him The 
first mention of him w*as mado oniy 
In 1620, when he was a native of 
Persia and East India. 
He did not 
Invade Europe until the eighteenth 
century. 
« 
At that time he was driven out of 
his old haunts by the widespread 
famine in those regions and of which 
he was 
largely the 
cause. 
o il 
chronicles report that millions of the 
vermin crossed tho Volga in 1727. 
They made their appearance in Prus­ 
sia in 175 0, and first were seen at Part« 
three years later. 
The newcomers 
were not welcomed. 
Within a wf»<»k 
sixteen thousand were slain. 
This 
made no apparent difference in the 
ranks of the invaders. 


Professor Calmette says that the 
sewer rat did not appear in America 
until 1SG5, when I10 was first no­ 
ticed along the coast and in various 
seaports. 
As late as 1S70 he had 
not yet reached the head waters of 
the Missouri. 
By 1900 he had K^tie 
up to the permanent ice belt. 


At 
present, 
the 
scientist con­ 
tinues, this migratory rodent is de­ 
stroying in the West Indies, in tho 
Azores and in the Cape Verde Inl­ 
ands annually hundreds of thousands 
of dollars* worth of coffee, banana, 
sugar and orange plantations. 
As a 
»ample of what he can do, the case 
of an island in the estuary of the 
River Humber is cited. 
This island 
was once completely covered with 
rich grass, which kept in good condi­ 
tion all the year round about 30u0 
head of cattle. 
The island is sepa­ 
rated from the shore by half a mile 
of water. 
One day the place was in­ 
fested by rats that had reached the 
island by swimming. 
That was fif­ 
teen years ago. 
To-day there is nyt 
enough 
verdure on 
the island 
to 
nourish a rabbit. 
The whole island 
has been honeycombed by tho ro­ 
dents, so that it cannot even be re­ 
claimed by cultivation. 


In a number of the Channel Isl­ 
ands, where nothing grows but a f^w 
ferns 
and 
mosses, 
there are also 
many thousands of rats. 
How they, 
found sufficient food was long a m at­ 
ter of curiosity, but one day a scien­ 
tist, bent 011 investigating the m at­ 
ter, dug up one of the numerous rat 
holes and 
discovered, not 
without 
surprise, 
sixteen large 
crabs in a 
single pocket 
of the 
earth, while 
there were 
six in 
another. 
The 
crabs had not gone there by them ­ 
selves, that was evident, for all of 
them had their legs cut off. 
Investi­ 
gation showed that the rats were la 
the habit of making their crabbing 
expeditions at low tide. 
To immobi­ 
lize their victims and render them 
harmless the rats amputated them 
as soon as captured. 
All the crabs 
found were still living and in good 
condition. 
W hether 
the 
wily ro­ 
dents kept their prisoners fed or not 
is unknown. 


The sewer rat is perfectly at home 
in sea water, and, according to Dr. 
Calmette, is always on the outlook 
for an attractive ship in which to 
take passage for some foreign port, 
lie will wait patiently until nightfall 
and then swim out to some yacht 
which has 
pleased 
his 
fancy and 
crawl aboard by way of the anchor 
chain. 
He is extremely prudent and 
is not easily caught. 
The am ount 
of damage these rats do annually in 
the cargoes of 
seagoing ships, in 
docks and warehouses would count 
up easily into the tens of millions. 
They have even been known to at­ 
tack children and old people. 
It 1» 
reported that a few years ago thesa 
hardy quadrupeds organized a regu­ 
lar expedition against the Pitie Hos­ 
pital« 
They 
were 
only banished 
after the nurses and physicians iu 
charge had used hundreds of pouuda 
of sulphur and disinfectant. 


Everybody 
is familiar 
with the 
stories of how 
rats carry disease 
germs from one part of the world to 
the other. 
These stories are per­ 
fectly true. 
Extraordinary precau­ 
tions are taken against rats at Mar­ 
seilles 
and 
other 
Mediterranean 
ports, which have learned much by 
tragic experiences in the past. 


Dr. Calmette concludes by show­ 
ing that within two years a single 
pair of rats will ordinarily multiply, 
to over 150 0, to be exact, to 1536, 
That is one of the reasons why h« 
thinks ibat unless something is don« 
rats will some day be the only aul- 
mals left

field of 'mummy wheat* on his hands and 
wants to get rid of it by selling it to un 
suspecting farmers at §5 a quart or $20 a 
bushel. 
H e said the natural yield 
of 
Alaska wheat is but 20 to 25 bushels an 
acre and not 200 as claimed. He eaid that 
within the past week he had received at 
least forty letters asking him if it would 
be safe to send |5 to Idaho for a quart of 
seed wheat and lie warned the farmers 
.against doing so. 
In the face of this evi- 
dence and the condemnation of the na- 
tional agricultural department, it is not 
probable that any Lancaster county farm 
er will send §5 to Idaho for a pound of 
the alleged wonderful wheat.
